SUBJECT: Annual Notice of Collections for Payments Received in
1992

KASES Network Memo No. 11, issued December 1, 1992, states that
effective January 1, 1993, the Division of Child Support
Enforcement was required to send a monthly notice of collection
to individuals who have assigned their rights to support to the
state. However, in the 1992 collection year, federal regulations
requiring an annual notice of collections were still in effect.

The Notice of Collections (Form CS-124) is normally printed at
the end of January each year for the preceding January through
December period. This year the notice of 1992 collections is
scheduled to print the week of April 5. '

KASES Network Memo No. 11 also issued a revised form of the
CS-124 which provided a breakdown of the collections including
how much was sent to the client and how much was retained by DCSE
to be applied to current support and/or arrearages. This ,
breakdown of collections is not required on the notice of 1992
collections to be issued this month. ‘

The CS-124 will only reflect the total amount of collections
received from each absent parent and how much of this total was
sent to the client. DEFRA disregard payments and payments
forwarded to clients as a result of tax refund intercept are
included in the amount collected and in the amount sent to the
client. Payments sent directly to the client by collection
agencies are not included on the CS5-124. For cases with multiple
payors, the amount collected from each absent parent is listed
separately. A sample of the original CS-124 is attached.

Copies of the notice are put on microfiche to eliminate the task
of filing case copies.
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The' table below indicates by PA Status Code and KASES IV-D Case
Type when a CS-124 is sent to a client. A case must be in one of

these statuses or case types at the time the CS-124 is generated
for a notice to be printed.
